Pars, Aug. 18. We hear from Breft, that a Fri- 
gate that was fent out to get Intelligence of the 
Englith and Dutch Fleet, had brought in word that 
the Matter cf a Sweedifh Veffel affur'd him, that 
on the 6th Inft. he met with a Fleet of 50 Men of 
War Englith and Dutch, ftanding to the South-weft 
near Cape Finifterre. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Aug. 26. 

Spiers, Aug. 19. On the Night of the rath, the 
Counrerfca p of Landau atthe great Attack was 
fiorm’d, and after a fmart Difoute of 2 Hours, the 
Enemy were beaten off, and the Imperialifts lodg’d 
themfeives on it, and are raifing Batteries. In the 
firt Affaulr, the Befieged had 70 Men kill'd or 
wounded, among them 8 Officers ; and in the fe- 
cond, they loft yet a greater number. Among them 
the Prince of Dourlack, the Count de Soiffons, 
Count Coningfeck, a Captain, and a Lieutenant of 
Grenadiers,and theAdjutant-General of the Count de 
Frife. The Jofs of the Befieged was very confidera- 
ble likewife, and they flung feveral of their Dead 
into the Ditch of the Counterfcarp. 

Frankfort, Aug. 20. A ftrong Detachment is fent 
from the Imperial Army towards Honfdrug and 
Kreuftnach, on advife that the Marquifs de Villars 
was in motion in thofe parts with a Body of Men. ° 

Cologne, Aug. 22. On Saturday Night a party of 
Horfe went out ofBonn to theVillage of Rodenkirken 
in Juliers, defigning to feize certain Perfons there, 
and carry them. off; but miffling their Aim, they 
took 12 Horfes away with them, Upon which; on 
Sunday Night 150 Troopers and Dragoons -wert 
detach'd from the Camp at Duytfch, to obferve the 
Enemy if they fhould come again on this fide of 
the Rhine ; and yefterday morning on the Road to 
Breul, they fell in with a party of 500 Horfe that 
was come out of Bonn; but they came off with the 
lofs of 12 taken Prifoners and a few wounded. Since 
the Elector of Cologne has directly declar’d his De- 
termination to abide by his Engagements to France , 
we have placed Guards at our Gates, and on the 
River and Highways,to hinder any Waggons, Boats, 
or Pailingers from going to Bonn. Whereupon the 
Elector (who ‘tis reported is very much indispos’d) 
has forbidden all the Peafants of this Arch-bifhop- 
prick to bring any manner of Prayifions into this 
City on pain of Death. ; 

Wefel, Aug. 22. Yefterday the Prince of Anhalt 
march’d to Linn with feveral thoufand Men, which 
was ftrongly garrifon’d by the French, but after 3 or 
4 Bombs were caft into the place, they furrender'd: 


We have advice that Count Tallard is detach’d 
with a Body of Men by Marfhal Boufflers, back in- 
to the Electorate of Colgne. .

Hague, Aug. 22. The Caftles of Weert and Gre- 
venbroek are demolifhed.

— be fent from hence to Breda and Gertruyden- 

erg. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Aug. 26, 

Breflaw, Aug. 16. The Duke of Mecklenbourg is 
come into the King of Sweden’s Camp, with defign, 
as “tis thought, to accommodate matters between 
the 2 Kings. The Cardinal Primate is faid to have 
written to the Great Marfhal Lubomirsky, that if 
either of the 2 Kings are willing to accept of the 
Mediation of the Republick, he fhould affift that 
Party with the Forces of the Republick; and fhould 
oppofe with all his Power either of them that fhould 
refufe the faid Mediation. Mean rime the Sweeds 
are enter'd into Cracow, and the K. of Poland is 
with his Saxons on the other fide of the Viftula, in 
hopes to be joyn’d by the Army of the Crown. 
The Troops that came from Pomerania have not yet 
joyn’d the K. of Sweden, which gives occafion to 


-Auppofe, that the Sweeds have a defign to move to- 


wards Saxony. 

Hamburg, Aug. 22. According to our Advices 
from Poland, the Ruffian Poftpolite are not at all 
inclined to maintain the War; upon thecoming of the 
Saxons into Cracow, the K. of Poland is gone away 
to Warfaw, or to Breflau as fome fay, or as others 
into Prudfia. Letters from Riga fay, That Dorpat - 
is actually befieg’d by the Mufcovites, that the No- 
bility of Livonia are all mounted on Horfeback, and 
that the Militia of that Country was all in Arms. 

Pars, Aug. 21. "Tis advis'd, that the Marquis de 
Villars was arriv’d at Zabern on the 16th Inft. with 
12 Battallions and 16 Squadrons,and that he would 
joyn Marthal Catinat at Strasbourg,in a day or two. 
From the Pruffian Head Quarters at Kempen Aug.19. 
_ General Heyden advanced Yefterday, with the 
Body of Men under his Command towards this 
place, and fent before Major Haen with 200 Men 
and fome Grenadiers, to fummon the Garrifon, 
and in cafe of Refufal to attack the place. The 
Defendants quitted the Town after fome Refiftance 
(in which occafion we loft a Captain) and retir'd 
into the Caftle, but upon General Heyden’s coming 
up with more Troops, they furrender’d at Difcre- 
tion, being 1 Spanifh Captain, 2 Lieutenants, and 
50 Soldiers Spanifh and French. 

Bruffels, Aug. 23. Mr. Meyerkroon, who was 
Minifter of the K. of Denmark at the Court of 
France, arriv’d here on Saturday Night with a great 
Retinue, and two days ago went hence to purfue 
his Journey to Copenhagen by the way of Holland 
and Hamburgh. The Count of Clermont having 
been apprehended, his Houfe fearched, and all his 
Papers feiz’d, on account of fome Crimes againft 
the Government, The King’s Fifcal and Procurer 
General are gone to Antwerp to cxamine him. 
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Cork, Aug. 9. The Dorothea Gally belonging to 
this Place, coming from Enzland, was taken by a 
Feench Privateer of 2 Guns; who came up to the 
Place where our Ships lay ac Anchor, upon which 3 
fma'i Veffels with armed Men were ordered to 
watch the Privateer, but he having Notice fheer'd 
off. 

Kinfale, Aug. 9. We hear by the Matter of a 
Ship, who was lately taken by a French Privateer, 
that 6 French Privatcers lye in the heighth of Cape 
Clear extended in a Line, by which means they can 
difcover any Ship within 9 Leagues, fo that hardly 
a Ship can pafs but mutft fall into their Hands, and 
that they had taken a Virginia Ship which they 
plundered, brought afhoar, and afterwards burnt. 

Lond. Aug. 20. ‘This Day the Parliament met at 
Weftminfter according to their Adjournment, and 
were further prorogued by the Lord Keeper to the 
8th of October next.
